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The Centennial

On July 11, 12 and 13, 1948, the Town of Damaris- 
cotta, Maine, celebrated a Centennial of One Hundred 
Years as an Incorporate Town of the State of Maine. 


Preparations began early in 1947, when Article 52 
of the town warrant resulted in a vote to raise $100 to 
be expended by the Chamber of Commerce to adver- 
tise and promote a celebration of the 100th Anniver- 
sary of the Town. 


Preliminary arrangements met with widespread 
approval and increasing interest. At the Town Meet- 
ing of March 22nd, 1948, through Article 45 of the 
Town Warrant, the inhabitants voted an additional 
$1,000 to aid the project. 


The Chamber of Commerce announced an organ- 
ization meeting, to be held at the Recreation Center in 
Damariscotta, and requested representatives of every 
organization to send a committee. There was an im- 
mediate response to this announcement and the meet- 
ing was attended by a large group of enthusiastic 
residents, which included many from the neighboring 
town of Newcastle, who had an equal interest in the 
project. : 


The meeting was called to order and after pre- 
liminary discussion an Executive Committee was ap- 
pointed. Chairmen of sub-committees were appointed 
and these, in turn, named members of their committees 
until these alone seemed to consist of practically 
all the citizens of both communities. Many individuals, 
however, who were not members of these various com- 
mittees, contributed greatly to the ultimate success of 
the event. To enumerate every individual who worked 
for the general plan, would, in a large measure, consist 
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of a roster of the inhabitants of both towns. Space 
will not permit such an extended record in this re- 
port, but a complete detailed record of the Centennial 
will be included in “The History of Damariscotta,” 
which will be available in the Skidompha Public 
Library of the town. 


The merchants conducted a voting contest to 
choose a Queen of the Centennial and Miss Lucille Alice 
House was elected by a large majority. Her maids of 
honor were chosen from the neighboring towns. 


The United States Post Office Department author- 
ized a special Commemorative Cachet to be stamped 
on all mail from the Damariscotta Post Office during 
the celebration. 


Through the generosity of public-spirited citizens, 
an additional amount of nearly $700 was contributed, 
and with various incomes, including the appropriations 
of the Town, the committees had over $2,000 dollars 
with which to defray expenses and assure a successful 
celebration. 


The Centennial year was of further significance 
as the Town had gone out of debt, for the first time 


since its incorporation and showed a substantial balance 


in the treasury. The significance of this financial 
solvency of the town was observed by creating an 
appropriate casket with the remains of the Town Debt 
lying in state in the First National Bank, where mourn- 
ers were photographed whose expressions seemed to be 
of questionable grief for the departed. 


Everyone entered into the spirit of the occasion 
with full cooperation and the inhabitants began to ap- 
pear on the streets, dressed in the costumes of 100 
years ago. The merchants decorated their windows 
with appropriate reminders of those early days and 
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attracted considerable interest with clothing and 
household articles which were a vivid reminder of the 
habits and customs of the town at that time. 


The Publicity Committee preserved a complete 
file of all newspaper articles and announcements, pro- 
grams and literature, which will be deposited in the 
Public Library. The Executive Committee still retained 
a cash surplus, a portion of which was used to pur- 
chase a pictorial record of the event. This will also 
be available in the Library, to the end that these two, 
together with the complete and historical account of 
the Centennial in the History of the Town, will pre- 
serve an historical record which future generations 
may read with interest. 


Through the efforts of Admiral Charlton, Retired, 
of Newcastle, a Naval Ship, LSM(R)512, was dispatched 
from Charleston, South Carolina, and arrived at anchor 
in the harbor on Saturday, July 10th. It remained 
during the celebration and was visited by hundreds 
during the three days. 


A most interesting exhibit of Arts and Crafts was 
presented at the Recreation Center during the celebra- 
tion, which attracted many interested visitors and 
served to emphasize the creative talent of the artists 
and craftsmen of the vicinity. 


Although the actual Centennial date was March 
15th, 1948, the commemoration date was selected ‘as the 
three days of Sunday, July 11th, Monday, July 12th, 
and Tuesday, July 13th, 1948. 


f 
The weather was ideal on that bright Sunday 
morning of July 11th, and people began to gather in 
great numbers at the Damariscotta Baptist Church. 
Many were in costumes of 1848. Photographers were 
present from as far away as the great city newspapers 
of Boston, and took innumerable pictures of groups 
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and individuals. One distinguished member of the 
congregation was Arthur Averill Chapman, 91, of 
Damariscotta, he being the oldest resident of the 
town and great great grandson of Anthony Chapman, 
the first settler of the town. Mr. Chapman was also 
the great grandson of Nathaniel Chapman, founder 
of the First Baptist Church in 1793. 


The service began at 10.45 A. M. and included 
a stirring program which concluded by an address by 
that eminent Cleric, Reverend Harry Emerson Fosdick. 
The church was filled to overflowing and a great num- 
ber were outside on the steps, on the lawn, and, across 
the street, where the ceremonies were clearly recorded 
on loud speakers from microphones inside the church. 


After the service the streets were thronged with 
people as photographers contiued to take pictures of 
everyone and everything connected with the event. 


At 8.00 P. M. in the evening of the same day, an- 
other service was held in the church which consisted 
of an illustrated lecture on the Maine Seacoast Mis- 
sion, by Captain Bousfield of the ship Sunbeam III, 
which had arrived at Damariscotta during the morn- 
ing and was open for inspection at Cottrell’s wharf. | 
The lecture was of unusual interest and vividly illus- 
trated the work done by this organization along the 
Maine Coast. The Sunbeam II and Sunbeam III were 
built in Damariscotta. 


Monday, July 12th, was the gala day of the event 
and the weather remained exceptionally fine. There 
were numerous athletic events and the carnival spirit 
prevailed everywhere. At 2.00 P. M. an enormous 
parade was formed on adjoining streets and passed 
down the main street and across the bridge into New- 
castle, where it made a circuit of streets and returned 
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fo the reviewing stand on the common in front of the 
Church. Here it was reviewed by the guests of honor 
which included Governor Horace A. Hildreth. 


The pageant of this great parade was unquestion- 
ably the greatest event which ever transpired in this 
section of the state. Led by the Chief Marshall, 
Colonel Raymond Dunning, it consisted of a great 
variety of floats and attractive displays of merchants, 
organizations and individuals. There were several © 
bands and drum corps. The Queen’s float was massive 
and beautiful. She was enthroned in a flower covered 
arbor and her court sat about in a most attractive pro- 
fusion of flowers. One feature of this great spectacle 
was an old fashioned hearse, drawn by a horse, and 
driven by a man who seemed to be despondent and 
dejected. A sign indicated that this was the last re- 
maines of the Town Debt. Far behind this was a lone 
individual who was idenitfied as “the” mourner. 


At the conclusion of the parade the Queen was 
crowned by Governor Hildreth in a most impressive 
manner. Photographers took many pictures of this 
impressive ceremony, after which the whole party of 
distinguished guests proceeded to the Wawenock Coun- 
try Club in South Bristol where a reception was held 
and refreshments served. 


During the evening an impressive Fashion and 
Cabaret Show was held in the Lincoln Academy Gym- 
nasium. This event was sponsored by the Junior 
Woman’s Club of Newcastle and Damariscotta and 
was a most interesting and enjoyable event. 


On Tuesday, July 13th, the third day, there were 
numerous athletic events. Local teams of soft ball 
competed with teams of the sailors on the LSM(R)512 
and there were many water sports and competition 
in diving and swimming. 
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At 3.00 P. M. the “Old Timers Party” was held on 
the lawn of the Lincoln Home in Newcastle. Chair- 
man Edward R. Castner gave an opening address of 
welcome and introduced the master of ceremonies, 
Mr. Leon A. Dodge, who presented the guests of honor 
which included the President of the Three Quarter 
Century Club of Maine and other officers in addition 
to recently nominated United States Senator Mar- 
garet Chase Smith and United States Senator Owen 
Brewster. A varied program of interesting addresses 
and introductions was terminated by a stirring address 
by Senator Brewster. 


In the early evening a great. throng gathered on 
Water Street where the street-dance was held. Mr. 
Millard S. Clark, First Selectman of Damariscotta, in- 
troduced the Queen and her escort who proceeded to 
the dancing area after which there was general danc- 
ing, while all available area surrounding the location 
was crowded with spectators. 


The miniature replica of a square-rigged ship had 
been prepared and was moored in the river where it 
could be viewed from the dancing area. The casket 
containing the last remains of the Town Debt was 
placed in this craft and surrounded by infiammable 
material to assist the cremation of the departed. At 
10.00 P. M. the eager spectators noted little flames about 
the ship and these increased to a great inferno which 
enveloped the whole ship and as the last remains of the 
debt were consumed the wreckage drifted off down 
the river to oblivion. 


About this time a few sprinkles were felt and 
patrons sought shelter for a time, but the rain in- 
creased and it became necessary to conclude the pro- 
gram. As far as the Centennial Celebration was con- 
cerned the dance had concluded the three-day observ- 
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ance and it was very fortunate that the weather re- 
mained so delightful while the three-day program was 
in progress. 

An attempt will be made in the historical record 
to give credit to the great host of people who con- 
tributed to the success of the affair, as space is not 
available here. 


Thus did the little town of Damariscotta, Maine, 
fittingly commemorate its first 100 years and begin a 
future with bright prospects and high hopes.

Re: Audit of Accounts — Town of Damariscotta 
February 22, 1947 to February 19, 1948 


Cash 
At the end of the year the general operating cash 
amounted to $13,044.67. 
As far as could be ascertained, all monies received 
had been and were supported by vouchers on file. 
All warrants had been paid in full. 


Taxes Receivable 
The 1947 commitment book was added and found 
to be in agreement with the valuation book of the 
Assessors. The total assessment charged to the Tax 
Collector was accounted for as follows:

Abatements 176.40 ou 
Discounts 524.58 1.04 
Transfers to Tax Liens 627.27 1.24 
Taxes Receivable 26.50 05 
$50,681.84 100% 


Tax Liens were placed on all unpaid real estate 
taxes before the close of the year. 


“The tax abatements were examined and found 
to have been approved by a majority of the Assessors. 


The detail of the 1947 taxes receivable, according 
to the records of the Collector, appears on Schedule 
A-11. 


Tax Liens 
The tax liens remaining unpaid and in the posses- 
sion of the Treasurer were checked in detail and found 
to be in agreement with the amount shown on the 
Balance Sheet. The detail of the unpaid tax liens is 
presented on Schedule A-12. 
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Tax Acquired Property 
No new properties were added to this account dur- 
ing the period under review. 
During the year, sales of properties amounted to 
$338.72 on which a gain of $73.50 was realized. This 
gain was credited to the Unappropriated Surplus. 


Sinking Fund 
This Fund was increased during the year by 
$132.50 which represents dividends on investments of 
$100 and interest on bank deposits of $32.50. 


Accounts Payable 
This account is represented by overpayment of 
$2.04 made by the Collector on the 1947 commitment. 


Bonds Payable 
By an appropriation made at the annual town 
meeting, the bonded indebtedness of the Town was de- 
creased $1,500. 
Deferred Revenue 
This account is comprised of 1948 excise tax re- 
ceipts amounting to $1,777.43 and one prepaid poll tax. 


Surplus 
The Surplus at the year end was: 
Appropriated $2,640.28 
Unappropriated 4,179.20 
TOTAL ~ $6,819.48 


The Appropriated Surplus is represented by the 
net unexpended balance in appropriation accounts, 
which balance is carried forward to the ensuing year. 


As a result of operations during the municipal 
year, the Net Deficit of $3,549.15 at the beginning of 
the year was changed to an Unappropriated Surplus 
of $4,179.20 at the year end. The factors contributing 
to this change are presented on Exhibit E of this re- 
port. 
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Trust Funds 
The savings accounts representing trust fund 
monies were verified by examination of the bank pass- 
books. The investments were verified by physical ex- 
amination at the depository. 


It was ascertained that income earned had been 
credited to the proper funds, and expenditures appear 
to have been made in accordance with the terms of the 
trusts. 


General 
The excise tax collections were verified by ex- 
amination of the copies of receipts retained by the Col- 
lector. The 1947 excise tax revenue was transferred 
to the Unappropriated Surplus account. 


The Overlay of $1,836.10 was within the legal limit 
and was transferred to the Unappropriated Surplus 
account. 


Corporate surety bonds were furnished by the 
Treasurer and the Tax Collector in the amount of 
$4,000 and $3,000 respectively. 


The records of the Town Clerk were examined 
for appropriations and oaths of office of officials. The 
appropriations as recorded were in agreement with 
the records of the Town and the oaths of office were 
properly recorded. | | 


The last report of audit was found printed in the 
annual town report in accordance with the provisions 
of Chapter 84 of the Public Laws of 1945.

Public Health Nursing Annual Report For 1948 

Public Health Nursing is an organized community 
service for furthering public health measures de- 
signed to prevent and reduce sickness and to promote 
positive health. Your public health nurses’ objectives 
have been to help make known scientific facts about 
health; to help create positive attitudes toward the 
acquisition and maintenance of health; to encourage 
and teach the use of health and medical resources and ‘’ 
to contribute toward the adjustment of social condi- 
tions so that the individual and the family will become 
more resourceful in meeting their health needs. 


Your public health nurse has worked very closely 
with the physicians serving your community and with 
the health officer who is officially responsible for the 
public health program in the community. 


The success of a public health nursing program 
depends to a very great extent, first, on the desire of 
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townspeople to have nursing services in the town 
for both pre-school and school groups, and second, 
upon the service of volunteers to assist in this pro- 
gram. A school immunization clinic should be a part 
of every year’s program and the service of the child 
health conferences should be available to all parents 
whose children are not under the supervision of a 
private physician. Its purpose is to provide continuous 
health supervision for children of the community 
from birth to school age. 


A number of towns have started health examina- 
tions of school children. This makes possible early 
detection and correction of physical defects, and may 
result in greatly improved health of young people. 


The facilities of several crippled children’s clinics 
in Rockland and Waterville, also a chest X-ray clinic in 
Damariscotta were made available to persons needing 
these services.

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REPORT AND RECOMMENDATIONS OF SELECTMEN 


The foregoing report showing the transaction of 
the Town’s business for the fiscal year ending Feb. 17, 
1949 is respectfully submitted. 


As required by law, certain parts of the Auditor’s 
Report must be printed in the Annual Town Report. 
As the report for the current year is never available, 
we are presenting as has been the practice in the past 
the last year’s Auditor’s report which meets the re- 
quirement of the law. The accounts as set forth in 
this report have been audited, and agree in all receipts. 
A copy will be on hand at the Selectmen’s Office for 
your inspection as soon as received from the Office of 
the State Department of Audit. 


FIRE PROTECTION 


This appropriation was increased this year to take 
care of higher costs of maintenance with a small over- 
draft in connection with the forest fire in the Back 
Meadow area. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES 


This appropriation for general care and. main- 
tenance of Town Ways was spent mostly for ditching 
and culverts, with approximately $500 in tarring a 
section of the shoulder and gutter on Church Street, 
the surface on the Lewis Point Road and Pleasant 
Street, and a section on Water Street. \ 


The special appropriation for the Lewis Point 
Road, together, with some unimproved road money, 
and funds for the repair of the bridge from the 
regular appropriation, widened and surfaced this sec- 
tion and the application of a coat of tar served to 
remedy a condition which had needed attention for 
some time. We recommend that more money be raised 
this year for this department, for both tar and ditching. 
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SNOW AND ICE REMOVAL 
We recommend the same amount be raised for 
this purpose, it seeming to be a fair average over a 
period of years. 


MAIN STREET 
This appropriation should be the same. Some work 
was done this year on Basins and Drainage, and more 
will have to be done the coming year. 


SIDEWALKS 

About four hundred feet of walk was constructed 
on the South Side of High Street to replace the walk 
removed when that section of State Aid Road was 
constructed in 1946. One hundred feet of stone curb 
was placed in front of the Professional Building on 
the south side of Main Street, and the curb in front 
of Lincoln Block was replaced with stone. Considera- 
ble patching and leveling was done in other sections. 


We recommend that the section on the south side 
of Main Street from the Riverview Restaurant to the 
Socony Station be rebuilt this year. This would be 
the continuation of our policy to replace the most 
badly worn sections, with stone curb, which together 
with asphalt surface seems to be the most permanent 
and durable. To allow for this and other repairs and 
maintenance we recommend the sum of $1500. 


STATE AID CONSTRUCTION 

Part of this appropriation was used this year to 
complete the drainage problem on High Street, which 
was called to your attention last year in this report. 
The balance of this account was considered too small 
to start new construction, and was left with the state 
to be applied this year. We recommend that the State 
Aid Construction money, together, with this credit 
be used on the Lessner Road (so called) on the west 
side of Biscay Pond. 
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This road was accepted this year, as designated 
State Aid, and will be accepted as State Aid Road when 
rebuilt. 


WELFARE 
Considering that the amount spent this year for 
welfare, while reasonable, is higher than last year, we 
may reasonably expect an increase in proportion the 
coming year. We feel this appropriation should be 
increased as recommended by the Budget Committee. 


AID TO DEPENDENT CHILDREN 

This account shows a balance, due to the State 
Welfare Department assuming half of the expense of 
ADC cases. We feel that the appropriation can be 
reduced as recommended. While there is a possibility 
the State Welfare Department may assume all the 
cost in the future, depending on the will of the present 
Legislature, any change will not become effective 
until ninety days after the Legislature adjourns. 
Therefore, we must anticipate there will be some ex- 
pense for part of the year at least. 


NIGHT WATCHMAN AND TRAFFIC 
There will be a balance in this account due to 
revenue received from the installation of parking 
meters on Main Street. 


_ The meters were put in operation on June 28, 
1948, and have been in operation since that time. \\ 


Under an agreement with the Magee Hale Park-O- 
Meter Company, one half of the receipts are turned 
over to them until the meters are paid for, or a total 
of $3,571—the cost of meters and installation. 


When the Town accounts closed Feb. 17th, 1949, 
$3.057.23 had been collected, of which amount $1,543.62 
has been paid on account, and the balance applied to 
Traffic Regulation. As this is printed in detail in this 
report, we will not go into further detail here. 
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Basing our opinion on their performance the past 
ten and one half months they have been in operation, it 
would seem safe to predict they will pay for them- 
selves in about eleven more months. 


We recommend the balance in this account be 
carried forward and that the sum of $1400 be appro- 
priated, to supplement the proceeds from the meters 
for the coming year, which we estimate will be the 
necessary amount required to pay for the services 
of a night watchman and a Traffic Officer, together 
with necessary Traffic Regulation. 


This will be a reduction on $900 in this appropria- 
tion. 


TOWN ANNIVERSARY 


The One Hundredth Anniversary of the incorpora- 
tion of the Town of Damariscotta was observed by a 
three day celebration, July 11, 12 and 13, 1948, arranged 
by a committee, chosen from a group of delegates from 
the various organizations, serving the community, at 
a meeting held in the Recreation Center, called by 
the Damariscotta Region Chamber of Commerce. 


This committee, Edward B. Denny, Jr., Chairman, 
Mrs. Lillian Corey, Rear Adm. Alexander M. Charlton, 
Col. Raymond Dunning, Mrs. Afton Witham, Donald 
Carrigan, Secretary and Millard S. Clark, Treasurer, 
organized the program which was presented, with the 
assistance of the various committees under their di- 
rection, reporting from time to time to the general 
committee. 


Funds were derived from an appropriation by the 
Town, donations, and some returns from the activities. 
As a report of this committee, and a financial state- 
ment from their Treasurer are available in this Report, 
we will not go into further detail here. 
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In passing we wish to comment that, the results: 
obtained by the co-ordinated efforts of the citizens of 
the two Towns (Damariscotta and Newcastle) in mak- 
ing this Centennial Celebration a success, demonstrate 
what could be accomplished, if practiced to the same 
extent in the future, and that the co-operation of all 
those who took part, was greatly appreciated by ales 
Municipal Officers. 


SPECIAL MEETINGS 


There were two Special Town Meetings during 
1948, one on April 26, 1948 at the Recreation Center, 
at which the Traffic Regulations in conjunction with 
Parking Meters, were adopted, and another on Novem- 
ber 16, 1948 at the Recreation Center, at which the 
State Regulation, permitting Sunday bowling was 
adopted. 


FINANCIAL 


For the second consecutive year the Town closes 
its books with a substantial balance and a Net Gain, 
a fitting beginning for its second one hundred years. 


Due to the co-operation of the Bond holders, as set 
forth in last year’s report, and the voters willingness 
to adopt Articles 47 and 48 in last year’s Warrant, the 
Town Debt was paid in full and the mortgage officially 
burned, at a ceremony held on the last day of the 
Centennial Celebration, July 13th, 1948 at 10 o’clock 
P.M. 


We can only hope that the far-sighted voters of the 
Town, may take advantage of our present financial 
gain, and establish a Capital Reserve or Reserves, as 
recommended by the Budget Committee, for future 
needs, thereby assuring a more stable tax rate in 
the future. 
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To the best of our knowledge all bills for the 
current year, except as shown, are paid and the 
Balance Sheet shows a true statement as to the finan- 
cial standing of the Town.

According to the school records the first classes 
were held in the Castner school building twenty-one 
years ago—January 2, 1928. Two of our present 
teachers, Mrs. Madeline Hopkins and Miss Doris 
Goudy, were in service at that time. The move to 
consolidate the schools was first started in 1924, when 
the Grant school in Back Meadow district was dis- 
continued and the children transferred to the old brick 
building on Church Street. The school at Round Top 
was maintained up to the time of full consolidation 
—when the doors of Castner School were opened to 


serve all elementary school boys and girls of Damaris- 
cotta.

The foregoing does not include any special allow- 
ance paid under Public Laws, 1947, Chapter 37, Section 
20: “Whenever any certified teacher completes within — 
any 2-year period, 6 credited hours of additional pro- 
fessional work approved by the Commissioner and re- 
ceives financial assistance in an amount not less than 
$50.00 from the town, the town shall receive reim- 
bursement of $50.00 from the state 7 


- STATE SCHOOL FUND 


Last December your Town Treasurer received one 
of the largest state school funds ever apportioned 
Damariscotta—an allocation of $3,351.37. Of this 
amount, the sum of $1,630.96 was apportioned on the 
basis of the teaching positions. The state bulletin, 
Maine School lists .02483 as the average (state) school 
tax rate, and .07239 the average municipal tax rate. 
The local tax rate is listed at .01309 for school main- 
tenance, and .058 for all municipal appropriations. 
These rates are based on a state valuation of $985,000 
for Damariscotta. Under the present laws and reg- 
ulations having to do with state apportionment to 
towns for teaching positions, an increase in your school 
tax rate from .01309 to .01500 would make Damariscotta 
eligible for an additional state subsidy of not less than 
$90.00 for each teaching position—a total increase of 
approximately $360.00. An additional grant of an 
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equal amount would become effective with an in- 
creased of another 3 mills—from 15 to 18 mills—in the 
ScHoOOlstax rate: «veto tee: This (allotment) shall apply 
to all towns whose tax rates fall within the range of 
from 15 to 29 mills, these graduations to be by steps 
of 3 mills each beginning at the low point (15 mills) 
previously mentioned. .. .”—R. S. Chapter 37, Section 
201, as amended. 


SPECIAL SUBJECTS 


The need for an instructor in special subjects 
such as music has been emphasized from time to time 
by parents of Damariscotta. Because the cost for such 
a program has seemed to be too much for a single 
town to undertake, no favorable action has been 
taken previously. Instruction in music and art can 
offer a real contribution in helping prepare our young- 
sters for future vocational undertakings, and give val- 
uable educational experiences that everyone can share. 
It is of interest to mention that members of the Super- 
intending School Committees of all of the towns of 
this union—Damariscotta, Bristol, South Bristol, and 
Newcastle—are practically uanimous in approving a 
plan to introduce a state approved course in music 
or music and art. The Committees hope to be able 
to arrange to have a full-time instructor, to be em- 
ployed jointly by the towns. Under this program the 
division of the cost for a qualified teacher would be 
prorated in proportion to the service rendered. 


HEALTH SERVICE 


Many teachers feel that they would like to know 
more about children’s health problems. They wish to 
be able to recognize children with signs of symptoms 
of infectious disorders. Through the assistance of 
your public health nurse, Esther Long, R. N., and 
Director Richardson of the Department of Education, 
special attention has been given to methods of de- 
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tecting and preventing the spread of communicable 
diseases in the schools. Mr. Richardson discussed 
these procedures in detail at a group meeting of all 
elementary teachers of the towns of the Union, held 
after school hours in another town. This was part of 
the plan of the state agencies to help teachers to be- 
come more alert to signs of substandard health that — 
may be observed by the teacher’s daily contact with 
the child. Mrs. Long has made several visits to the 
school and to children in their homes. She also dis- 
cussed her health program with the parents at a 
Parent-Teacher Association meeting held in the Cast- 
ner School. Undoubtedly, a complete outline of her 
work will appear in another section of the Town Re- 
port. Eventually, the town may wish to authorize the 
employment of a school physician. In this way the 
school could have the advantage of professional service 
for health examinations and the first-hand guidance 
of a physician during the emergencies that so frequent- 
ly occur when epidemics strike. 


For the most part pupils have been regular in 
attendance and well-behaved. In my opinion the in- 
struction has given good returns. According to the 
State Department of Education, facilities should be 
provided to make it possible to arrange for a more 
satisfactory daily schedule for the primary grade. 
Over a period of years we could expect that the serv- 
ice would be even more effective, if additional physical 
accommodations were available to offer at least one 
of the preliminary years of school service to the enter- 
ing boys and girls. 

Few towns in New England can offer as many 
natural attractions as Damariscotta. In discussing the 
question WHAT DOES INDUSTRY EXPECT OF A 
COMMUNITY? a prominent industrialist has placed 
adequate educational opportunity high on the list of 
basic needs for industries looking for new locations. 
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Undoubtedly, the requirement would apply to most 
family groups as well as to the majority of business 
and professional enterprises. However, important as 
these considerations are, we must think first of the 
children who are living their school years now. The 
obligation to provide the boys and girls of Damaris- 
cotta favorable conditions for training is our first con- 
cern. In closing, I wish to acknowledge the active 
interest and invaluable assistance of the members. of 
your Superintending School Committee. Credit for 
the progress made by the schools belongs to them. 
The cooperation which has been received from teach- 
ers, municipal officers, and citizens is appreciated.
